(1/15/2003) which claims priority to Italy RM02 A 000014 (1/15/2002). Claims 1-7 are 
before the Examiner and are subject to the following lack of unity of invention.

Group 4, claim(s) 1-7 (in part), drawn to compounds, compositions and methods of 
treatment of formula (I) other than encompassed by the above groups 1-3, with an 
election of a single disclosed species for further possible restriction. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups 1-4 do not relate to a single general inventive
